COX LEADS A LONG LIST OF MISTAK:S

Works Up n Case Against MeVey and
His Pals and Then by Neg-
leot Helpe Al to
Escenpe,

Willlam MecVey, whom the Omaha pollce
otice professed to want very much, was glven
his Hberty yesterday with the knowledge and
consent of the Omaha officers, after the Coun-
cll Bluffs depariment had been put to con-
siderable trouble to hold him.

MoVey was arrested In Council Blufle sev-
eral days ago In company with hls brother
and “Boapy’ 8mith on a charge of breaking
Into Rotk Island freight eard. When the
men were searched at the station they were
found to have in thelr possession scveral ar-
tioles that answored the deseription furnished
by the Omahka pollce department of articles
taken at some recent burglaries there,  De-
tective Cox went over the river and identified
the articles and recoguized the MeVeys and
Smith as men badly wanted., The trio de-
clined to cross the river until foroed to do so.
When they found that if convicted upon the
¢harges agalnst them here they would not
be likely to recelve n sentence of more than
one year In the penltentiary they announced
their willlngness to plead gullty to  the
charge against them here. They were held
to the grand jury, but County Attorney
Saunders, after listening to Cox’s nccount of
the seriousticrs of the charges against them
and the certalnty of thelr convietlon of bur-
glary under the Nebraska laws, advised the
grand Jury not to Indiet them. The grand
Jury made [ts report Tuesday evening and
Tuesday afternoon the Council Dluffs police
notified the Omaha police of the decision of
the county attorney. The Omaha police
notifled Chief Canning of the Council Bluffs
foree to hold Willlam MeVey, but to let the
others go.

MoVey was held as a fugltive from juslee
by the order of Judge McGee at the morning
gefsion of the Council Bluffs police court.
At 10 o'elock Attorney W. 8. Shoemuker
went over from Omaha to eccure the release
of McVey, He endeavored to procure an or-
der from Judge MeGee for the discharge of
his client, but falled.
